We believe our nominee w ill have 
the backing of every loyal Democrat. 
"The Democratic party is the pee 
ple’a party because It Is the people, 
and baa fought long and 
hard 
for 
the right. 
The fight has continued 
until the common enemy, 
once the 
great Republican party, la contracted 
and torn, while Democracy 
la har­ 
monious and m ilitant 
The Republi­ 
can party recognises president Taft 
aa unfaithful to the

The monthly bulletin of the Cali­ 
fornia Development Board for May 
says: 
This bulletin Ie based on special re­ 
ports by reliable authorities in va­ 
rious counties covering nearly every 
section of the state. 
Weather review and outlook has 
been prepared by request by Prof. 
Alexander G. McAdie, U. 8. Weather 
Bureau, San Francisco: 
“May was an Unusual month. Gen­ 
erous showers in nearly all portions 
of the state between 
the 19th and 
27th were of the 
greatest 
value. 
While slight damage may have been 
done to cut bay and ripe cherries, 
the greater value of the rain for the 
staple crops and also for power and 
mining must be 
remembered. 
The 
season which 
promised 
badly for 
quite a while has turned out better 
than an average 
one and this has 
been because the rain came most op­ 
portunely. 
While 
the 
seasonal 
amount is below the normal, except 
iu the southern counties, 
the rain 
has fallen in such a way as to give 
maximum efficiency. 
“The snow cover is light and the 
warm rain of May 2f»th-26th mater­ 
ially redueed the depth, yet there is 
still more on the ground 
than 
in 
some of the preceding so-called- lean 
years. 
While the outlook for water 
is only fair, there is no apprehen­ 
sion of scarcity. The upper ranges 
promise good 
feed. 
Gravel 
mines 
have plenty of wqjber, the ground is 
not dried out and there have been 
no heavy run-offs and no desiccating! 
north 
winds. 
Temperature 
condi­ 
tions have been favorable for fruit 
and there have been no set-backs. 
“In the modntains the season will 
be an early and an open one. 
The 
May rainfall in central and northern 
counties was gamier than in any May 
for the past live years.” 
Homeseekers and tourists visiting 
the headquarters of the 
California 
Development 
Board 
are 
showing 
great Interest in the development of 
small acreages. 
The attendance in 
the exhibit and at the lectures given 
in the Ferry Building is large and 
representative. 
The 
17th 
Semi-Annual 
Counties 
Convention of the California Develop­ 
ment Board is to be held in San Jose, 
on the 21st and 22nd days of June. 
The program includes 
the subjects, 
“Federal Highway*” and 
“The Ef­ 
ficient Local 
Organization.” 
These 
subjects are making a strong appeal 
to county officials, automobilists and 
to the officers and directors of com­ 
mercial organizations generally. 
While some sections 
report only 
fair prospects for cereal crops, oth­ 
er* report the same aa very 
good 
and better than the average. 
There Is much variation in the re­ 
port* of deciduous 
fruit prospects, 
though for the apple crop in Pajaro 
Valley and other sections terce pros­ 
pect! are reported. The peaches are 
generally reported as 
promising 
a 
full crop, as are cherriea. Pears and 
apricots vary in different 
sections, 
though large crops are reported in 
some localities. 
Prospect* for prune* are variable; 
in some sections much dropping Is 
reported, but the quality of the crop 
will be bettered. 
The other decidu­ 
ous fruits vary in tho same way aud 
where the crop la light the quality 
promises Sn offset to tho diminished 
quantity.

Dr. C. G. Hopkins, noted soil 
ex­ 
pert, says that California citrus fruit 
groves can be made to produce from 
1000 to 1200 boxes to the acre by giv­ 
ing the soil the right kind cf food. 
He also says the right kind of soil 
food should not cost more than one- 
quarter the price now paid for com­ 
mercial fertilizers, which do not do 
the work because they are not the 
right kind of soil food. 
These statements, coming as they 
do, from so high a source, 
open 
a 
prospect of enormous wealth to Cali­ 
fornia, 
The 
present 
average 
production 
runs somewhere between I flu and 200 
boxes per acre, according to 'seasonal 
conditions. 
If all acres now’ planted 
could be brought to produce an aver­ 
age of COO boyes to the acre—one- 
half the maximum figure named by 
Dr. Hopkins—the total annual output 
would be in excess of 200,000 carloads. 
.tinder present crop, marketing 
and 
freight rate conditions the net 
re­ 
turns per acre for a grove handled 
with intelligence will run anywhere 
from $100 to $500, less interest on 
capital invested. 
Seventy-five 
cents 
net per box to the grower is neces­ 
sary to return a fair interest on cost 
of grove and compensation for risk 
In a perishable 
products 
industry. 
With groves costing anywhere from 
$1000 to above $2000 per acre large 
productivity brought about 
in 
con­ 
junction with an actual reduction of 
the cost of upkeep means the enrich­ 
ment of the citrus fruit growers to the 
extent of millions of dollars. 
If Dr. Hopkins’ figures are realiz- j 
able the wide-awake growers who get 
busy on the new cultural lines w ill! 
obtain a full Nelson lock on opportun-1 
ity. 
If an orange or lemon grove costing 
$1500 per acre can he made to yield 
3200 boxes of fruit with a net return 
of $1 per box it means an interest re­ 
turn of 80 per cent a year 
to 
the 
owner. 
As low a net return as 
5 
cents per box on this basis of pro­ 
duction insures a savings bank inter­ 
est to the grower.
